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More Than Just A Coin 


by Q. David Bowers 


W hen you see a 1908 
Barber dime do you 
see just an obverse 
and reverse, or in your 
mind's eye is there more to it? 
While a coin is a coin is a coin, so 
to speak, each coin is more than 
just a coin — it is a tangible link 
with history. 

If you have a copy of my 
"Adventures With Rare Coins" book 
(if you do not, $14.95 will bring 
you one postpaid, or perhaps your 
local library has it) then you may 
remember that the entire theme of 
the book is art, history, and 
romance — the nostalgic 
background that each coin offers. 

1908, to go to our earlier exam¬ 
ple, was a wonderfully romantic 
era in American History. The 
airplane, following the first 
powered flight by the Wright 
Brothers at Kitty Hawk (North 
Carolina) in 1903, was coming into 
its own, with many daredevils lear¬ 
ning how to become pilots. Presi¬ 
dent Theodore Roosevelt livened 
up newspaper columns with color¬ 
ful comments, goings-on at the 
White House, and so on. His 
daughter Alice, who far from being 
sedate and "proper,” publically 
stated that she would "like to go 
out with as many men as possible." 
At one point the President said 
that he could do a good job at be¬ 
ing President or do a good job of 
being Alice's father, but it was 
hard to do both! 

peaking of Teddy Roosevelt, 
the Teddy Bear, named after 
him, was a popular plaything. 

It turned out to be a powerful 
political emblem as well. When 
William Howard Taft, his successor 
was campaigning later his 



managers thought it would be nice 
to have something like a teddy 
bear, so they came up with "Billy 
Opossum." But, somehow, Billy 
Opossum never caught on. 

In 1908 the nickelodeon theater 
was rapidly becoming a national 
craze. Thousands of storefronts 
were converted to movies which 
charged five cents admission and 
which often offered a continuous 
show. You would pay a nickel (a 
Liberty nickel, of course!), go 
through the door, and stay as long 
as you wanted to — watching the 
dangerous adventures of train rob¬ 
bers, perhaps a trip to the Arctic, 
or something more mundane such 
as scenery in Hawaii or, closer to 
home, in Yellowstone Park. 

The automobile was likewise 
becoming a sensation, and 
although they were hardly inexpen¬ 
sive (most models sold for several 
thousand dollars each), business 
was good enough that dozens of 
different manufacturers entered 


the field. Of course, Henry Ford 
was one of these, and within a few 
years his Model T became an 
American trademark 

W hile my purpose here is not 
to give a history lesson, I 
have always found it in¬ 
teresting to associate a particular 
coin with the era from which it 
came. While satisfaction can be 
obtained by acquiring as many 
coins as possible (and, while of 
course, this is very good for the 
Bowers & Ruddy Galleries balance 
sheet!), in today's times in which 
you want to make a coin-buying 
dollar go as far as possible, you 
can "stretch" your budget a bit by 
appreciating more and more the 
coins you buy. Perhaps you cannot 
afford to buy 25 or 50 coins that 
you desire to own someday. But, if 
you can afford to buy one, two, or 
several, you can enhance your en¬ 
joyment of these by doing some 
research once you get them home. 
Some of the most fascinating 
research has to do with their 
historical background. What was 
going on in America back in 1883 
when that Indian cent was made? 
Or, that 1898-S silver dollar — 
what was San Francisco like just 
before the turn of the century 
when the piece was minted there? 
That 1834 large cent — who was 
president then, what did he do, and 
what would the large cent buy 
when it was new? 

Yes, a coin can be more than a 
coin if you take time to study not 
only the obvious surface features 
of the coin itself but also go 
beyond the coin to learn of its 
history, art, romance, and 
background. It can be an exciting 
trip! 
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Rediscovery of the 1796 
Washington President Piece 
By George J. Fuld and Eric P. Newman 



Note: The following article appeared, in 
slightly modified form in the November, 

I96J issue of Numismatic Scrapbook 
Magazine. We are reprinting it here because 
of the revival of interest in the Washington 
series prompted by the splendid offering in 
our recent Garrett IV sale. 

he authors have for a 
number of years been 
compiling information for a 
monograph on the eigh¬ 
teenth century coinage with 
Washington's portrait. The only 
available comprehensive listing of 
these pieces since Crosby, is in¬ 
cluded in W. S. Baker's Medallic 
Portraits of Washington published 
in 1885. Baker lists 36 different 
pieces in this category with several 
others being mentioned in foot¬ 
notes. At present, over eighty dif¬ 
ferent Washington die combina¬ 
tions of the early period are 
known. We previously had been 
able to trace all except two of 
Baker's listings. Nos. 33 and 36. 

This article deals with the 
rediscovery of the problematical 
and strange piece known as Baker 
33. 

Baker 33 was first listed by J. R. 
Snowden in Medallic Memorials of 
Washington in the Mint of the 
United States, published in 1861. It 
is illustrated there as No. 43 on 
Plate XI. At that time Snowden 
stated "it was presented by H. 
Drumheller, of Schylkill Co., Pa , 
and is believed to be unique". 

When Baker, in the course of 
research for his book, contacted 
the Mint he discovered that the 
piece had only been on loan to the 
mint by Mr. Drumheller, and had 
been included in the Mint Collec¬ 
tion by error. Apparently, Baker 
had been unable to locate this 
specimen and it remained unknown 
and obscure until the summer of 
1960. 

Fortunately, a midwestern dealer 
obtained the coin in a collection 
and permitted it to be examined in 
detail. This piece is one of the 


most unusual Washington pieces 
that exists, and the actual intent of 
its issue can only be surmised. The 
obverse strikingly resembles the 
1792 Washington half dollar by 
Getz [Listed in the Guide Book at 
the top of page 54, 1982 edition]. 
The reverse is from the identical 
die of the 1792 half dollar. It is 
identical to the piece illustrated in 
Snowden, as evidenced by the hole 
in the planchet in the identical 
location. It is illustrated herein. 

A detailed description of the 


piece follows: 

Obverse: Bust of Washington 
facing left cut into the die with the 
same punch as the 1792 
Washington President I pieces 
(Baker 24 and 25). Legend not fully 
clear as it is either G. 

WASHINGTON PRESIDENT. 1796 
or WASHINGTON PRESIDENT 
1796. The letter punches differ 
from those used on the 1792 
Washington President I dies. A cir¬ 
cle of dots, 1 9/32 inches in 
diameter were punched into the 
coin after striking. Radial grooves 
of varying lengths cut by hand 
(after striking) outward from a cir¬ 
cle of dots, leaving a scalloped 
outline near the edge. Radials in 18 
groups of about 9 each. 

Reverse: The reverse is the iden¬ 
tical die used on the 1792 
Washington President I piece, with 
15 stars, 15 leaves, 2 claws and 6 
arrows. There is a heavy dent in 
the center of the shield. As on the 
obverse, there are radials, cut by 
hand (after striking) inward from 
the edge towards the lettering. 
Radials are in 27 groups of about 6 
each. The A of STATES is badly 
broken or rusted and is nearly 
perfect on all 1792 pieces ob¬ 
served. 

Edge: Rectangles show around the 
edge, identical to those used on 
Spanish colonial eight reales pieces 
of the late 18th century, indicating 
it was an overstriking made after 
the faces had been smoothed [Ed. 
note: That is, a Spanish milled 
dollar was used as a planchet]. 

The coin is in silver, weighing 
361 grains, with a specific gravity 
of 10.6 and a diameter of 24/16ths 
of an inch. It was struck so that 
the reverse is 185 degrees off of 
the obverse. Unfortunately the con¬ 
dition of the obverse is only fair, 
while the reverse is Fine. 

What is this strange piece, struck 
on a foreign coin flan, with an 
unusual date, and with con- . 
siderable hand tooling after the 
piece was struck? For comparative 
purposes we have shown below a 
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specimen of the 1792 Washington 
President. I. half dollar (Baker 24), 
this specimen being the silver 
piece from the Garrett sale, Lot 
1714. Also a photograph of the 
1797 Masonic medal (Baker 288), 
attributed to Peter Getz is shown, 
the specimen illustrated being the 
Garrett piece in silver, in the col¬ 
lection of the Johns Hopkins 
University [Ed. note: This piece was 
sold at our Garrett IV sale for a 
rousing $45,000]. 



Getz Half Dollar Baker-24 


First a few words as to the origin 
of the 1792 Washington President I 
half dollar. Walter Breen in "The 
United States Patterns of 1792'' 
[Coin Collectors journal, 21, 

(2)1954) gives a very plausible basis 
for classifying the 1792 Washington 
President I pieces as 1792 pattern 
coinage for the U.S., but issued on¬ 
ly on a semi-official basis. A few of 
Breen's points should be empha¬ 
sized. Although Breen knows of no 
basis for attributing these pieces to 
Getz, he follows the tradition 
established by Dickeson, Crosby, 
and others in assigning these 
pieces to Getz. By sheer luck, one 
of the authors was fortunate in ob¬ 
taining a clipping from a 
Philadelphia newspaper of 1843 
which discussed the Washington 
"colonial" coinage. The article by 
Jonas R. McClintook, a former mint 
official, stated that the 1792 pat¬ 
terns were cut by a young artisan 
from Lancaster. This is the only 
contemporary evidence located 
which discusses the Washington 
coinage, and there can be no 
doubt that the person referred to is 
Peter Getz of Lancaster. For once, 
it appears that one numismatic 
tradition is borne out by the facts. 
However since the clipping by 


McClintook states that the 1791 
large eagle cent was made in 
Philadelphia, a readily provable er¬ 
roneous conclusion as shown by 
Breen, this clipping may have been 
the origin of the erroneous 
statements made on the 1791 cent 
by Snowden, Prime, Cogan, 

Mickley and Crosby. It appears 
quite likely that some of the Getz 
pieces were struck at different 
times, perhaps some of them late 
in 1791, others in early 1792. This 


amine the 1797 Washington 
Masonic medal, known as 
Baker-288. This piece is extremely 
similar to the obverse of the 1792 
Getz cent. Also, even in 1851 in 
J.F.L. Th. Merzdorf's "Die 
Denkmunzen der Freim urer- 
Bruderschaft", this piece was at¬ 
tributed to Pennsylvania. This is 
further borne out by the fact that 
the inscription on the reverse of 
the piece W.G.G.M. undoubtedly 
means "Washington General Grand 



may account for the small and 
large flan copper pieces. 

However, there is new evidence 
since the publication of Breen's 
pamphlet that 1792 Getz pieces 
pieces were struck as late as 1795. 
For years, a puzzling listing in the 
Newcomer Collection inventory, 
compiled by B. Max Mehl, had a 
piece described as a 1792 President 
piece "struck on a one cent plan- 
chet. Lettering cut into the obverse 
and reverse. Diam. 30mm. Extreme¬ 
ly rare or unique. Very Good". The 
piece was priced at $46. This piece 
was recently acquired by another 
midwestern coin dealer, and 
proved to be a Getz copper 
Washington President piece struck 
on a 1795 U S. cent planchet. So 
obviously at least one 1792 Getz 
piece was struck after its dating. 
The fact that this is on a U.S. large 
cent flan, presumably only 
available at the mint, might 
strengthen the conclusion that the 
Getz pieces were of a semi-official 
pattern nature, such as the Birch 
cents, and that possibly the dies 
were still in the mint in 1795. 

Now why was the 1796 piece, 
here described, struck on an eight 
reales planchet? First let us ex- 


Master" The Grand Lodge of Penn¬ 
sylvania elected Washington as 
General Grand Master of Masons 
of the United States in 1780, but 
this did not meet with favor with 
other lodges in the United States, 
and the post was never officially 
created Also, Baker states that 
Getz was a member of the 
Masonic order, and he was suffi¬ 
ciently skilled to execute the in¬ 
tricate reverse die. Several obverse 
shells of the 1797 medal have been 
found attached to snuff boxes, and 
these boxes all had their origin in 
the Lancaster area. 

Thus it is the hypothesis of the 
present authors that the 1796 silver 
medal was a developmental piece, 
struck by Getz, for his personal 
use, in the evolution of the 1797 
Masonic medal. In addition, the 
size of the 1792 and 1797 pieces 
are the same, and the 1796 piece 
shows that this die was also of 
similar size. From the poor condi¬ 
tion of the 1796 piece, and the 
hole at the top of the obverse, it is 
likely that Getz used this piece as 
an ornament or watch fob. 
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The Science of Coin Collecting 

By J. D. Parsons 


A few weeks ago I spent several 
enjoyable evenings reading Charles 
Darwin's The Origin of Species. 

This monumental book, surely of 
the most important written in the 
history of mankind, had laid idly 
on my shelf for years, and I am 
almost ashamed to say that I had 
never found the time to really sit 
down and read it. After somewhat 
of a slow start, the book becomes 
absolutely fascinating by the third 
chapter, and maintains this high 
level to the conclusion. 


F or those who have 

forgotten, Darwin's main 
thesis was that all forms of 
life are involved in a never- 
ending "struggle for life". Because 
the resources (i.e. food, space, etc.) 
in any given area are finite, and at 
the same time the birth rate of 
various life forms follows a 
geometrical progression to infinity, 
only a small proportion of poten¬ 
tial life -forms can survive. The 
most efficient species survive and 
prosper at the expense of the less 
efficient. These less efficient forms 
must either evolve to be more effi¬ 
cient or suffer extinction. For every 
form of plant or animal that exists 
today, there are dozens, perhaps 
hundreds of less advanced forms 
that have gone extinct in past ages. 
This constant competition is ab¬ 
solutely necessary for the evolu¬ 
tion of better and better life forms; 
without it, the planet would be en¬ 
tirely populated with primitive sea¬ 
weed and the like. As for what all 
of this has to do with coin collec¬ 
ting see below. 

Darwin also recognized that 
breeding was man's equivalent to 
the "natural selection" practiced 
by nature. To take a very simple 
example, suppose you have a 
flower garden. In the garden some 
of your flowers will be particularly 
outstanding, some slightly im¬ 
perfect and some inferior. If you 
neglect the garden, the quality of 
your plants will go downhill 
because weeds (being the ag- 


relentlessly, season after season, 
you will find that the plants that 
are left become more and more 
beautfiul, simply because if they 
were not outstanding they would 
have never survived to maturity. 
Your garden is evolving toward 
higher and higher perfection each 
year. How beautiful it becomes 
depends partly on your "working 
capital", i.e. soil quality, etc., but 
also depends largely on your skill 
in weeding out undesirable plants. 
Selection is a cumulative process 
across generations; any breeder 
knows that you get the desired 
characteristic (say extra long horns 
on cattle) only after selective 
breeding across several genera¬ 
tions. From one generation to the 
next, the characteristic changes on¬ 
ly slightly, but accumulates. 

To some extent, this selection 
process can be applied to coin col¬ 
lecting. A true collector will build 
up a collection over many years. 

As the collection is formed, more 
knowledge is gained, and the col¬ 
lector becomes more 
discriminating and sophisticated in 
his tastes. After a couple of years, 
the collector examines his collec¬ 
tion carefully. Just as the gardener 
with his plants, the collector finds 
some outstanding coins and some 
inferior ones. The collection can be 
improved by periodically "weeding 
out" the most undesirable pieces, 
and selling them, say, at auction. 
This frees up capital for the pur¬ 
chase of more desirable pieces. A 
year later, the collector is even 
more knowledgeable and 
sophisticated. Some of the coins 
purchased many years ago, which 
seemed to him to be desirable 
then, will now appear, under his 
more critical eye, less desirable 
than many of his more recent pur¬ 
chases. So he weeds them out 
again, and again uses the money to 
buy even better pieces. If this is 
kept up over several years, the col¬ 
lection will naturally evolve 
toward higher degrees of perfec¬ 
tion. 


gressive and efficient little things 
they are) will eventually overrun 
the garden and the flowers will die 
off. You can insure that your 
flowers will survive by regular 
weeding. You know that the 
flowers cannot compete with the 
weeds for the available resources, 
so by pulling up the weeds, you 
are saving the flowers. But you can 
go beyond this and actually im¬ 
prove the quality of your flowers 
by selection. Every season you in¬ 
spect your flowers. You decide 
which flowers are the most pleas¬ 
ing to you, either on the basis of 
color, form, or both. All of the 
flowers that miss perfection are 
pulled out by the roots. By this ac¬ 
tion the plants that you consider 
perfect are benefiting in two ways: 
First, there is now more room for 
the outstanding plants to grow and 
prosper. Second, since only 
outstanding plants are left, there is 
a greater probability that the off¬ 
spring of these plants will also be 
outstanding. You pulled out the 
other flowers not because they 
were worthless (some of them 
might be quite beautiful) but 
because you wanted the garden to 
evolve toward your idea of perfec¬ 
tion. If you keep doing this 
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I n essence, think of the coin 
collection as a group of 
objects competing against 
each other for the finite 
available resources (usually 
money). Those pieces that cannot 
compete with 

the best ones must be sold off so 
that the collection as a whole can 
evolve. Similarly as new coins are 
brought into the collection, the old 
ones that can't compete must be 
displaced. If they aren't, the collec¬ 
tor will not be able to afford all of 
the new purchases, and the collec¬ 
tion will stagnate. Think of every 
coin available on the market today 
as a potential competitor to the 
ones in your collection. If you do 
not do this, and instead, buy a 
group of coins and just put them 
away and forget about them, your 
collection will be the equivalent of 
the life-forms on an isolated island 
in the middle of the sea. As Darwin 
points out, examination of the life- 
forms on such islands always 
reveals that they are lower on the 
evolutionary scale than life-forms 
in more competitive places, such 
as large continents, where species 
can easily move into different 
areas. This has been proven time 
and time again: Each time life- 
forms from a continent are in¬ 
troduced on one of these isolated 
islands, the more competitive 
mainland forms thrive at the ex¬ 
pense of the less-efficient island 
forms and the latter are usually 
completely extinguished. 

To summarize then, just like the 
gardener, the collector sells off 
some coins periodically, not 
because they are necessarily 
undesirable items (a less advanced 
collector somewhere will find them 
exciting and eagerly snap them up), 
but because he wants to free up 
capital to add even better pieces. 
Ultimately the beauty and value of 
your collection will depend on how 
much money you put into it, but 
also will critically depend on your 
knowledge, your taste, and your 
skill in weeding out the less attrac¬ 
tive items, selling them at a profit, 
and using the proceeds from their 
sale to buy better items. A really 
skillful collector can thus make a 
limited amount of money go a long 
way, and will have a much more 
beautiful and valuable collection 
than the unknowledgeable person 


who spends the same amount of 
money, but buys indiscriminately 
and just puts the coins aside for 
years. 

Occasionally one hears advice 
like "buy only the best now so you 
won't have to upgrade in the 
future". The philospohy of this ad- 
vive is sound; if you constantly buy 
the best coins you can afford, plac¬ 
ing quality above quantity, you 
won't be saddled with a box-load 
of junk that will be hard to unload 
later. But the term "best" is 
relative and depends on the in¬ 
dividual's tastes and interests. Is an 
MS-67 1922 Peace dollar "better” 
than an 1822 quarter in Choice 
Very Fine? Moreover, as we have 
mentioned above, your idea of 
what is best will become more 
refined as you collect and study 
coins. Thus it is unrealistic to think 
that someone can just start buying 
the "best" and be satisfied with 
these purchases the rest of his life. 
One also sometimes hears the 
claim that a "true" collector will 
never sell a coin. This is complete¬ 
ly false. Although there have been 
a few great collectors throughout 
the years that never sold a coin, 
these people were collecting dur¬ 
ing an era when coin prices were 
much lower. And they were spen¬ 
ding enough money so that they 
could literally buy anything they 
wanted. There is no need to con¬ 
serve resources when your 
resources are truly infinite. But 
most collectors, even in the 19th 
century, regularly sold or traded 
off duplicates, as a careful ex¬ 
amination of the activity from as 
early as the 1860s will easily show. 


H ere at Bowers and 

Ruddy, we have handled 
thousands of different 
collections of all kinds 
over the years. I have seen too 
many collections that could more 
accurately be called "accumula¬ 
tions". Obviously a great deal of 
money was spent on the pieces, 
but the collector couldn't be 
bothered improving his collection, 
and so it just grew haphazardly 
over the years like a garden left to 
the weeds. While there might be a 
few nice pieces in it, these are 
smothered by dozens of low grade, 
common coins, not worthy of be- 
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ing in the same company with the 
nice pieces. The few good pieces 
might have increased in value nice¬ 
ly over the years, but there was so 
much common material that had 
not increased (or had even gone 
down), that when the collection 
was sold, little or no overall profit 
was realized. Also such an unruly 
accumulation can be hard to sell 
to a dealer at any price, because 
the dealer does not want to have 
to buy ten common, hard-to-sell 
coins for every good coin in the 
group. 

The other day, the opposite kind 
of collection came across my desk. 
It was a set of perfectly matched, 
iridescently toned gem Proof In¬ 
dian head cents. Every piece in the 
set was outstanding; obviously here 
was a group of coins that had been 
carefully assembled over many 
years by a man with taste and in¬ 
telligence. Since there was no 
"dead weight" in the collection, it 
was the kind of set that is a 
pleasure to buy; indeed such a 
group would be eagerly bought by 
most any dealer in the country. 
Since most of the coins were pur¬ 
chased many years ago, the collec¬ 
tor realized an outstanding profit 
on this little masterpiece. And he 
deserves it He obviously worked 
hard on this collection over the 
years and selected pieces with con¬ 
siderable skill. Although we will 
never know, it is nearly a certainty 
that the collection was periodically 
"weeded" over the years; such 
outstanding groups do not just hap¬ 
pen accidently. The set might have 
once contained many cleaned, 
spotted, or otherwise inferior 
pieces. But these were sold off and 
they were replaced with better 
pieces. And the "investment" took 
care of itself, as it always does; the 
kind of inferior coins that don't ap¬ 
preciate much in value were sold 
off years before; the money was 
put into choice pieces that all in¬ 
creased handsomely in value. 


f you find that you are a 
"lazy" collector, perhaps this 
article will prompt you to get 
busy and put some effort into 
your collection. Just as minute 
changes in a life-form each genera¬ 
tion add up to radical changes 
over hundreds of generations, so 


constant, though small im¬ 
provements in your collection will 
pay big dividends for you in the 
future. Of course, this weeding pro¬ 
cess can be overdone; if you sell 
too often you will be merely mak¬ 
ing profits for your dealer. 

However if you are an active col¬ 
lector, a yearly weeding will do the 
trick, and since the coins "weeded" 
will usually be the ones you have 
held the longest, you will probably 
show a profit on the sale over what 


you paid. Sometimes it will be 
more advantageous to sell or trade 
your coins to other collectors, or 
to sell them at auction. Also profits 
can be maximized if you pick 
"market buying bulges", such as 
the one that occurred in January- 
March, 1980, as the time to ag¬ 
gressively sell your duplicates. But 
even if you show no profit at all, 
remember that the purpose of 
weeding is to free up capital for 
purchasing better pieces. Here is 


where the real skill and knowledge 
come in. If you cultivate this skill 
and use it, you'll build a collection 
with part of your own personality 
in it that will be a source of great 
accomplishment to you. And when 
you finally sell it, chances are you 
will obtain many times the original 
purchase price for it.

Yes fellow numismatists, there 
certainly is life after Garrett, and 
our upcoming 1981 ANA auction 
sale proves it! Featuring the 
fabulous William R. Sieck collec¬ 
tion of United States pattern 
coinage and the Vine David Lord 
Collection of half dollars — as 
well as some really spectacular 
smaller consignments — our 
catalogue of this sale is one of the 
most comprehensive and im¬ 
pressive we have ever issued! 

The American Numismatic 
Association Convention Auction 
Sale has a long history of offering 
impressive collections to the 
numismatic public. The sale has 
evolved into the highlight of the 
auction season — indeed, many 
bidders budget their purchases 
throughout the year so they can 
have maximum funds to spend at 
the "ANA Sale". This year's sale 
will be long remembered as one of 
the most outstanding ANA auction 
sales ever held. 


Choosing the highlights of this 
sale is a challenge — there are so 
many of them! Let's start with the 
pattern coins. 

The William R. Sieck collection 
of pattern coins was put together 
over many years and is one of the 
most impressive pattern collections 
to come on the market this 
decade.

Long 
considered to be among the most 
beautiful of America's pattern 
designs, the Amazonian coins have 
always been among the most 
sought after of U.S. coins. The 
Sieck Collection contains a com¬ 
plete set in silver, as well as a 
complete set of Amazonian gold 
patterns in copper and aluminum 
(with the exception of Judd 1247, 
the Eagle in aluminum — Mr. 

Sieck has never seen one offered in 
20 years of collecting). To have 
such a remarkable set of patterns 
offered at unreserved public auc¬ 
tion is indeed an exceptional 
event! 

As long as we are on the Amazo¬ 
nian patterns, the Sieck coins are 
well complemented by a special 
consignment of the unique 1872 
Amazonian gold pattern set. This 
offering truely constitutes a unique 
experience. There was only one set 
made in gold of William Barber's 
famous design (three or four were 
struck in aluminum and perhaps 
twice that many in copper). 
Formerly owned by William 
Woodin, King Farouk and Dr. John 
Wilkinson, the coins in this set, in¬ 
dividually and as a set, constitute 
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some of the most desirable coins in 
the entirety of numismatics. Com¬ 
bine this with the Sieck sets in cop¬ 
per and aluminum and you have 
an offering that will probably 
never be duplicated again in 
history! 

As if the above were not enough 
to excite the interest of pattern 
specialists, this year's ANA also of¬ 
fers William Sieck's 22 1877 pat¬ 
tern half dollars, coins of which 
just a very few are known. Also a 
part of the Sieck collection are two 
complete sets of the famous 1879 
Barber "Washlady" patterns, com¬ 
plete sets of 1879 Morgan dime 
through dollar patterns, as well as 
the beautiful 1879 “Schoolgirl" 
dollar. 

O ne other special 

consignment could, in 
many ways, be called 
the highlight of the sale. 
If there is one coin made under the 
auspices of the U.S. Government 
that can be counted the most 
valuable it would be our Lot 2434, 
the unique MCMVII Indian Head 
Gold Double Eagle, Judd 1776. 

This coin is perhaps the single 
most famous pattern coin in 
American Numismatics. The 
obverse features a head of Liberty 
with a feathered Indian headress, 
similar to the design used for the 
$10 coin from 1907 to 1933. The 
reverse shows an eagle flying left 
similar to that used on the Ex¬ 
tremely High Relief pattern $20. 
Correspondence between Augustus 
Saint-Gaudens, who designed the 
coin, and President Theodore 
Roosevelt demonstrates that this 
particular design was Saint- 
Gaudens' personal favorite of the 
$20 piece. Certainly a romantic 
coin, and one that many experts 
feel could rightly become the most 
valuable coin in the world. If a 
Basher doubloon, a privately 
minted coin of which seven are 
known to exist, can realize 
$725,000 at auction, then it is cer¬ 
tainly possible for a unique gold 
coin designed by one of America's 
foremost sculptors at the request 
of the President of the United 
States to realize a record price. 

Another highly unusual oppor¬ 
tunity for collectors will be the of¬ 
fering of a set of Electro-Trials by 


James Earle Fraser for the Buffalo 
nickel. These uniface electro-trials 
depict several designs for both the 
nickel coin and a Panama-Pacific 
quarter. The 8 pieces show the skill 
with which Fraser approached his 
art and demonstrate the interesting 
variety of designs he explored. 

They are an exceptional group and 
will excite prospective bidders at 
the show.

Rounding out the pattern coins 
in this sale are such pieces as a

All items are attributed to the standard reference by Judd 6th edition (a 
copy of the Judd book is available from us for $17.50 postpaid). Pat¬ 
terns represent one of the last frontiers of U S. numismatics, as it is a 
field that appeals to the serious collector, and has not yet been invaded 
by the investor As a result, items of astonishing beauty and rarity can 
be obtained for prices very low compared to much commoner regular 
U.S issues of the same era There are signs that the market on U.S. pat¬ 
terns may be coming to life; the offerings of the Garrett patterns last 
year stimulated much interest, as did the splendid Roy Harte collection 
of 1873 patterns that we sold in March of this year. Our 1981 ANA auc 


tion sale contains a spectacular collection of patterns (about 400 
pieces) and should lead to additional interest. We have priced the 
pieces below to be excellent values for you; they are priced at today's 
levels, not the prices "they would have brought in January, 1980". Of 
course when comparing to the prices listed in the Judd book, please 
remember that the Judd prices are badly out of date, and were compil¬ 
ed in 1976 (when gold was $130 an ounce and U.S. coins were one-fifth 
to one-tenth of their present values). We have noted several times that 
patterns in choice condition have been selling at auction at triple or 
more Judd prices, and somewhat less than that for lower grades. We are 
always interested in purchasing collections or single pieces, particularly 
rare and unusual items.

Very Fine overall, although the technical grade 
is obviously irrelevant, as both pieces are unique and there are not 
going to be any more around to compare these with. Few abrasions 
and scrapes on obverse, partly obliterating date; moderate old scrat¬ 
ches at center of reverse. Struck with a screw press on heavy thick 
flans with many border irregularities, as made.

The pattern itself is 
extremely rare; there are two pieces known in copper (the one in the 
Smithsonian, and the Judd piece, sold in 1962 by A Kosoff). Two 


more are known in white metal, one of which is impounded in the 
Norweb Collection. The other is the Chase Manhattan Money 
Museum piece, obtained when Don Taxay was curator of the collec¬ 
tion in the mid-1960s. It is presumably theMaj. Lenox R. Lohr coin A 

splendid prize of extraordinary historical interest and one of the 
most important items we have ever offered. In a custom plastic 
holder. 24,950.00 

Note: This design has been called at various times a pattern for a 
cent, quarter dollar and hall eagle, all three denominations being 
about the same size. The attribution of this as a cent is probably due 
to the fact that the piece is known in copper; however this proves 
nothing, as it is normal for a pattern gold or silver coin to be struck in 
copper or tin, economy being the motive. The 1792 copper Disme is 
an obvious example. More importantly, the piece cannot be a cent 
because the design does not conform to the Mint Act; the reverse has 
an eagle, characteristic of silver and gold denominations, and there is 
no statement of value, which would be inadmissable on a copper 
coin. On the other hand, the silver and gold denominations needed 
no statement of value; and indeed there is none on 1794-1795 coins 
of all denominations, the value first appearing with the design 
changes of 179 6. The reason why this is attributed as a quarter pattern 
and not a half eagle one is due to the research of Don Taxay, who 
located a letter dated Sept. 11. 1793 in the National Archives. This 
letter establishes that Joseph Wright had prepared and presented to 
David Rittenhouse two assays (i.e. patterns) of a quarter dollar; text of 
the letter is reprinted in the catalogue description of Garrett 2354, 
page 180. 

Since three of the four patterns of this design are impounded in 
estates and probably forever off the market, and since a specimen in 
either metal would be a high six-figure item were one to come up for 
sale, this unique pair of die trials may well represent the only chance 
in your lifetime to acquire the first proposal tor the quarter dollar, 
from dies by loseph Wright, engraver of the 1793 Liberty cap cent, 
and the first Engraver of the U.S. Mint. A more significant opportuni¬ 
ty could not be imagined. 
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1850 cent. Judd-152a (listed there under 1852). Obverse: CENT and two 
rosettes: ONE CENT in an olive wreath. Struck in a copper-nickel 
alloy (Judd says nickel, but a medium size magnet does not move it). 
Nonperforated. Proof-65 or so, not in full brilliance due to the hard¬ 
ness of the alloy, but more or less as made. Flan slightly buckled at 
edge, strictly as made. Rarity not given in Judd, but unlikely to be 
below R-6, as we have not seen one of these in many years. 
Available at 1495.00 

Note: The ludd reference is incredibly confusing on this piece, and 
this should definitely be corrected in the next edition. The dies are 
identical to those used on 1-124a of 1850 (which, as an aside, was not 
itself listed until the 6th edition). The only difference between the 
present piece and 1-124a is that this one is on an unperforated plan- 
chet. Under 1853, ludd lists this as a mule using the reverse of 1853 
1-149 to 151 with the reverse of the cent of 1850. Thus the present 
coin is listed under 1853, even though the date on the coin is 18501 
Although one can argue that most of these perforated and non¬ 
perforated cents were struck in 1853 anyway, the present order of 
listing in ludd is so unwieldy, that the present piece came to us as 
"unlisted in ludd". 

1853 cent. J-149. Obverse die of the regular quarter-eagle; reverse of the 

above coin. Struck in German silver, reeded edge. Listed as R-6, not 
more than 30 pieces known. Proof-50, lightly circulated with 
numerous moderate scratches on either side. These were struck sole¬ 
ly to test the alloy; the actual design was of no interest and these 
dies were used only because they were available.495.00 

1854 cent. J-160. Obverse die made from the head punch of the regular 

U.S. large cent, no stars around, and on a smaller flan; reverse a 
copy from the large cent but reduced, allegedly the work of the 
notorious Franklin Peale. One of the most inexpensive of all pat¬ 
terns; consider adding this to your type set or date set of large cents. 
We offer an EF-40 example at just 295.00 


1859 cent. J-228. Regular die of the 1859 Indian cent; reverse die of the 
regular 1860 cent. Copper-nickel MS-63, Uncirculated, light toning 
A true transitional, the exact type of the 1860 Indian cent, but dated 
1859. Since this piece was issued in quantity in Unc. condition 
(rather than proof), many collectors consider it to be a regular issue, 
and indeed it is listed as a regular issue in Taxay. About 800-900 
pieces exist in Unc. condition, most of these tracing their origin from 
a hoard of 12 Unc. rolls that was broken up in the 1930s, but it is still 
rarer than the regular 1859 cent.

1896 cent J-1769. Dies by Charles Barber. Struck in aluminum. (R-6). 
Proof,but about 20 percent of the obverse is heavily oxidized. This is 
actually quite normal for the issue; several dozen of these and the 
similar five-cent piece in various alloys with such oxidation were 
sold as a single lot in a New York auction about a decade ago. Inex¬ 
pensive at only.395.00 


1863 Two-cent piece. J-305. Struck in bronze. Head of Washington with 
motto GOD AND OUR COUNTRY, date below. Reverse similar to 
the adopted design, but the word CENTS is spaced widely and 
curved in an arc Proof-65, light brown with bluish overtones and 
traces of the original faded mint red. Extremely popular as an 1863 
two-cent piece, and also because of the head of Washington. This 
design was rejected by Director Pollock in favor of the shield and ar¬ 
rows obverse which was later to become the adopted design in 1864

Note: The Standard Silver issues arose out of a need to supply the 
country with silver coins in an era when the regular U.S. silver coins 
were being hoarded due to soaring bullion prices and collapsing 
value of U.S. paper money. During this period small change consisted 
of copper cents, three and five-cent pieces struck in nickel, various 
tokens in copper, fractional currency, postage stamps, and even such 
semi-barter items as candy and chewing gum (those of our readers 
that have been to Italy recently, know the situation perfectly]. It was 
felt that this degrading situation could be improved by issuing silver 
dimes, quarters and halves of the regular 900 fine silver composition 
(hence the legend STANDARD SILVER on the pieces), but noticeably 
smaller in size than the regular issues, and of course, lightweight. The 
bullion value would then be below the face value and the pieces 
would circulate. The proposal was eventually rejected, but not until 
after many patterns were struck in each denomination, and in several 
different designs. Possibly the idea was discarded because of the 
legal and practical problems of having a fractional coinage system 
based on two different standards of weight; besides if these had been 
issued in great quantities, there would have been no chance of going 
back to the standard weight coins without repealing the legal tender 
status of the lightweight coins.

tible to tarnishing and scratching; this one is pristine. 1450.00 

The Standard Silver issues of all denominations struck in aluminum 
were strictly speculative ventures on the part of the mint. They were 
sold as sets to collectors with the profits going into the wallets of 
mint officials rather than the U.S. Treasury. Because of this, most pat¬ 
tern coins struck in aluminum have been held in rather low regard by 
collectors over the years, and they are therefore generally underrated 
and underpriced compared to their silver counterparts. There is no 
logical reason for this, in our view, since many of the silver impres¬ 
sions were also struck strictly for sale to collectors, especially those 
dated 1870. Besides, more than a century has passed since this 
episode, and all of these coins are now highly collectible and in¬ 
teresting mementos of this period of U.S. Mint history.

He [i.e. Longacre] did manage 
to complete the reverse die for the double eagle in lune [1849] but it 
was not until Dec. 22nd that the obverse die was finally finished and 
several pieces were struck on an old screw press. Even then they were 
not acceptable, for the coiner, Franklin Peale, found they would not 
stack because the relief was too high. . . Mr. Longacre was, therefore 
required to make a second obverse die. He finally completed it 
lanuary 12, 1850. 

",Apparently most of the pieces struck in 1849, except for the piece 
now in the Mint Collection in the Smithsonian Institution, were 
melted. One other was given to Secretary of the Treasury Meredith 
but remains unlocated. 

"After Longacre completed the second obverse die for the double 
eagle on lanuary 12, 1850, several gold trials, without a date, were 
made. However these were rejected by Mr. Peale, because he felt 
that the position of the head was wrong. Mr. Longacre then requested 
one of the gold impressions for use as a model in preparing the third 
obverse. This request was refused by Mr. Peale even though Mr. 
Longacre offered to pay for it out of his own pocket.[One gets the 
very definite impression that Peale was deliberately making things 
difficult for Longacre], and so Mr. Longacre had to settle for a silver 
impression, struck lanuary 26, 1850. When the third obverse was 
completed on March 12, 1850, it was found to be acceptable and 
regular coinage of double eagles began ." 

One final note: Peale had a legitimate point in rejecting the second 
obverse die, although he could have been nicer about it. The point of 
the coronet is much too close to the star point, and this would have 
led to excessive die stress and breakage at this point, had this design 
been used. 


Rare Pattern 1860 Half Eagle Struck in Copper- J-272 



I860 Half eagle. J-272. R-6, not over 30 pieces known. Struck in copper 
on a broad thin flan (the diameter of the regular $10 eagle coin) with 
slightly concave fields. Reeded edge. Proof-65, olive with mottled 
blue and orange tones, underlying mirror surfaces. Extraordinarily 
beautiful designs; referred to by Capt. Haseltine in an 1883 sale thus- 
ly: "This piece is conceded to be the most beautiful and chaste 
specimen in design and execution ever struck at the U.S. mint" On¬ 
ly three pieces are known in gold; two in the John Wilkison Collec¬ 
tion, and the other the former Byron Reed piece (Omaha City 
Library); all three of these were formerly owned by Henry Linder- 
man, former Director of the Mint. Hence, the design is about unob¬ 


tainable in gold, and a copper impression is the only alternative. An 
important piece of great artistic and historical value. First check 
gets ,t for 3995.00 

Note; Dies by lames B. Longacre. The obverse was copied from an 
1847 pattern struck for the Republic of Liberia (a west African coun¬ 
try colonized by former American slaves in the 1820s), by William 
loseph Taylor at Soho (some of Taylor's escapades are related on 
page 4 of our Rare Coin Review No. 38). The same design was copied 
again a decade later by William Barber for his Standard Silver pat¬ 
terns, several examples of which appear earlier in this listing. The 
reverse features a small eagle with the legends in small letters. 
Evidently a V punch in the right size could not be located, as an 
upside-down A is used for that letter in the word FIVE. This is ap¬ 
parently intentional, but is one of the few blunders of this kind in the 
entire pattern series. The large, thin size, and the slight concavity of 
the fields is due to Dr. Barclay's earlier proposals of 1857-8; see the 
judd reference, page 63, for an interesting account of this.

Elephant Token in Nearly Mint State 


(1694) London elephant token. Betts-81. Usual type with four colons and 
six-pointed star below shield Thick flan. Splendid Choice AU-55 
with some claims to Uncirculated.

Note: These are thought to have been struck after 1672 for the 
Royal Company of Adventurers founded by the Duke of York in 1662, 
and renamed The Royal African Co. in 1672. This enterprise was 
engaged in extensive trade between England and the west African 
coast; it exported gold, ivory, and slaves, and sent many of these to 
the English plantations, including those in the Carolinas. The 
elephant device was probably copied from an engraving by Francis 
Barlow (see the Sept. 1966 issue of the Scrapbook). It is well-known 
that the elephant was widely used as a symbol of Africa as late as the 
18th century; an elephant mark was often stamped on gold and silver 
coins of Charles II to indicate that the bullion had come from west 
Africa. As for the enigmatic legend GOD PRESERVE LONDON, it has 
often been assumed that this refers to the terrible plague (1665) and 
fire (1666) that ravaged that city; however there is no convincing 
evidence that this is the case, and in fact the argument suffers from 
the fact that the same legend occurs on the 1694 mulings for Carolina 
and New England. 

The various mulings of the elephant tokens use two distinctly dif¬ 
ferent obverse dies. The obverse die on the present piece has the 
elephant tusks very close to the toothed border, the tail touches the 
base, which is sculptored at the top. This die also appears on the 
PROPRIETORS variety of the Carolina token. The other obverse has 
the tusks much more distant from the border, and the tail free of the 
base. The tusk is also plainly further from the leg. This die is used on 
the LON DON variety, and also on the PROPRIETERS variety of the 
Carolina token.

Note: The origin of this medal remains unknown, although the 
legends are in Dutch. A good summary of the historical background 
can be found in Pine Tree Auction Co. 's April, 1974 sale; see also our 
Garrett sale for further information. Interestingly enough, this medal 
was generally unknown to American numismatists before the 1870s, 
even though the piece was illustrated by a woodcut in a 1785 
lapanese book on European coins (I); see the Oct. 7976 issue of the 
Colonial Newsletter. 



1786 New Jersey copper. Maris 11-H, famous and rare coulterless type. 

Strictly Very Fine, bold on obverse, weak at shield on reverse, as on 
all known specimens (it is due to die failure, not a weak strike) 
Medium brown with a few darker stains on obverse, no defects, but 
well-handled.

Extraordinary Ryder-15 Overstrike 



1787 Vermont copper. Ryder-15, struck over an earlier 1785 sun-over- 
mountains type Vermont copper (Ryder-4). The overstriking makes 
this almost impossible to grade, but the plainest details would rate 
Very Fine The planchet is lightly porous and discolored, and it split 
nearly in half when struck. There is also a moderate straight clip at 
the bottom of the obverse. The undertype is boldly visible, with the 
rays of Ryder-4 showing more boldly in areas than the seated figure. 
According to Bressett's listing in Studies on Money in Early America 
(ANS, 1976), there are only 8 to 10 known specimens of this legen¬ 
dary rarity with the top six coins ranging in condition from VF-30 
down to VG-10. Some idea of the difficulty of this variety can be 
gotten from the fact that it was absent in both the Garrett holdings, 
and also in the extraordinary collection of Vermonts in the 1975 E AC 
sale. As an overstrike on an earlier Vermont (and a spectacular one 
at that) this is in a different class entirely, and is absolutely unique 
to our knowledge. A chance of a lifetime for the Vermont specialist

Note: The dies for the Vermont coppers of this type were made 
from device punches by Abel Buell, while the lettering was added to 
the dies by Coley, from the same punches used earlier on his Baby 
Head Vermonts. The obverse of Ryder-15 had been used earlier on 
Ryder-11 with a 1786 reverse. This reverse was then replaced with one 
dated 1787, but this die immediately broke severely through the date, 
obliterating it. The die was condemned, and the earlier 1786 reverse 
was put back in the press, and more Ryder-11's were then struck off. 
These facts are provable by die break evidence. As to why this par¬ 
ticular coin is struck over a plough-type Vermont, this is a real puzzle. 
There would have been no economic reason for such an overstrike, as 
the earlier Vermonts were still legal tender, and a good deal heavier 
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than the later varieties. Perhaps this is some sort of trial strike, or 
perhaps the original Ryder-4 was considered too poorly made to be 
released, and held back. When by 1787, standards of quality of state 
coppers had declined to nearly zero, it was used as a planchet with 
the new dies. If so, this practice must have been extremely limited as 
we are unaware of other coins struck over plough-type Vermonts.

Note: Type collectors know that the 1804-1807 draped bust 
quarters, a design made for only four years, are among the rarest of all 
U S. coins in Unc. condition. The most common date is 1806, then 
comes 1807, at least four times as rare. The other two dates, 1804 and 
1805 are nearly unobtainable in Unc. Overall, the draped bust quarter 
is about twice as rare as the half dollar of the same design in Unc., 
itself very rare. 

Listed mintage for the 1807 quarter is 220,643 pieces, all delivered 
between Ian. 14 and April 14. However only two die varieties are 
known against 10 varieties of 1806, and many of the 220,643 pieces 
were surely dated 1806. Last year of the draped bust type, and the last 
year for quarter dollar production for eight years; the denomination 
was never popular or necessary, and coinages were sporadic until 
about 1818. Production of quarters was given a low priority in the 
early years of the mint because of the abundance of Spanish 2-reales 
pieces (commonly called "two bits"), mostly coined in Mexico City.

It took 9 strikes with a 
hydraulic pressure of 172 tons to bring up the relief. Each piece took 
many hours to complete because the coins had to be taken out of the 
press and annealed between succesive strikings to prevent distortion 
and shattering. Listed as Judd-1778. All were given to President 
Roosevelt and high officials associated with the mint; these were 
strictly special presentation coins and were never meant to be a 
regular issue. A single trial piece is known in lead; a unique silver im¬ 
pression was reported as AW-1742, but this has never turned up.

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of the later strikes show partial or full wire rims where metal was forc¬ 
ed out between the dies and the collar; these are sometimes falsly at¬ 
tributed as a separate variety and many collectors consider it 
necessary to have both the flat rim and wire rim pieces. This belief is 
due to the separate listing of both in the Guide Book; this should be 
reduced to a single listing in a future edition. The regular high reliefs 
come in several die varieties. All with large edge letters. Mintage 
believed to be 11,250 pieces plus at least five proofs with satin finish; 
the proofs were struck on a medal press according to Charles Barber. 
The regular strikes were saved by collectors and intellectuals and 
never circulated to any great extent. Most specimens are Uncir¬ 
culated or close to it.

Encased Postage 
Stamps 

Encased postage stamps first appeared during the Civil War, under a 
patent by J Gault of New York Regular U S. postage stamps were en¬ 
cased in a round brass shell, with the front covered with a mica window 
to allow visibility. All encased stamps were manufactured by Scovil 
Manufacturing in Waterbury, Connecticut and they, as well as Gault 
(later Kirkpatrick & Gault) solicited various companies to advertise on 
the reverse side. They were extremely popular, but had a major disad¬ 
vantage over tokens — they cost more than face value for the merchant 
to obtain — stamp case plus encasement (about 1 to 2 cents). Thus they 
rapidly gave way to Civil War tokens in usage in 1862-3. 

The commonly seen denominations of encased postage are 1 cent and 3 
cent. The 24 cent and 30 cent are very rare, while 90 cent values are ex¬ 
ceedingly rare. Listings are by Friedberg, U.S. Paper Money, Tenth edi¬ 
tion, where the code listing is EP.
